four months of this year. 
Thisprob ab ly represents

were sub mitted for all cases. 
The motorist m ust watch out for 
the man on foot.

outstanding feature 
which the April analysis reveals. 
A great majority of the disasters 
were due to the motor vehicle strik­ 
ing the pedestrian, and relatively few 
to collisions b etween two vehicles, or 
accident a t railroad or electric 
line 
crossings. 
As 25 per cent of the fatalities 
credit the causes of the accidents to 
jay walking or children playing in 
the streets, the automob ile b ody em­ 
phasizes the fact that the motorist 
must recognize the necessity for 
ing prepared for unexpected move­ 
ments on the part, of the pedestrian. 
City authorities can aid the situation 
b y estab lishing safety zones, educat­ 
ing the pub lic to cross at crossings, 
and providing adequate play grounds, 
says the motor organization. At the 
same time, it notes 
the 
motorists 
should b e as alert as the locomotive 
engineer, prepared for any situation 
that may arise on the road b ed b e­ 
fore him. 
Speeding too fast for 
conditions 
was the second largest cause recorded 
during the month.

Fifteen cities came through April 
without a single motor fatality. 
Of these Evanston, 111., and Holy­ 
oke, Mass., likewise had a clean rec­ 
ord in March. 
One hundred and eighty newspap­ 
ers reporting to the National Automo­ 
bile Chamber of Commerce register­ 
ed 472 motor fatalities 
for 
April, 
making a total of 1,332 for the first 
four months of this year. 
Thisprobably represents 
about 
a 
quarter of the full roster if records 
were submitted for all cases. 
The motorist m ust watch out for 
the man on foot. 
Thi s 
is 
the 
outstanding feature 
which the April analysis reveals. 
A great m ajority of the disasters 
were due to the motor vehicle strik­ 
ing the pedestrian, and relatively few 
to collisions between two vehicles, or 
accident at railroad or electric 
line 
crossings. 
As 25 per cent of the fatalities 
credit the causes of the accidents to 
jay walking or children playing in 
the streets, the automobile body em­ 
phasizes the fact th at the motorist 
m ust recognize the necessity for be­ 
ing prepared for unexpected move­ 
ments on the part, of the pedestrian. 
City authorities can aid the situation 
by establishing safety zones, educat­ 
ing the public to cross at crossings, 
and providing adequate play grounds, 
says the motor organization. 
At the 
same time, it notes 
the 
motorists 
should be as alert as the locomotive 
engineer, prepared for any situation 
th a t may arise on the road bed be­ 
fore him. 
Speeding too fast for 
conditions 
was the second largest cause recorded 
during the month. 
Of third importance was viola­ 
tion of rules of the road. 
Bad weather conditions and skid­ 
ding have measurably declined in im­ 
portance since the winter months. 
There were no disasters during the 
month due to children coasting in the 
street, but the hazard of motor ve­ 
hicles striking bicycles continues to 
be a factor.

Cleveland, Ohio.—It la over. 
The 
national Republican convention of 19 24 
bas passed into history. The delegates 
that gathered from every section of the 
nation, including those from Alaska, 
Porto Rico, the Canal Zone and the 
far-away Philippines, to perform a task 
they had been told to perform have 
completed their labors and scattered 
to the four winds. At Cleveland they 
ratified the nomination, made by the 
rank and file of the Republican voters, 
of Calvin Coolidge as their candidate 
for the presidency of the United States. 
That convention Is comparable to but 
few other national political conventions 
In the history of this nation. To some 
extent It was similar to the EVemocratlc 
fneeting at St. Louis In 19 15, at which 
Woodrow Wilson was nominated to 
•ucceed himself. To some extent, too, 
It was similar to the Republican con­ 
vention held at Chicago In 19 04, when 
Theodore Roosevelt was nominated to 
' succeed himself after having succeed 
ed to the presidency Just as Calvin 
t Coolidge did, by the death of hla chief, 
t in all of these cases there was % lack 
b t competitive candidates, the dele- 
< gates had assembled with bdt on- man 
* In view for first place on the party 
ticket, and these conventions, like the 
. one Just closed, were but ratifications 
of nominations that had already been 
made In the minds of the rank and file 
of the party they represented. 
But this convention at Cleveland 
went even further than those of 19 04 
end 19 16. 
It was not the man alone 
but his policies that were to be ratified. 
In the previous Instances cited the poli­ 
cies of the men to be nominated had 
been also the policies of their party 
as represented In the legislative branch 
of the government. In this case It was, 
to some extent, at least, a choice be­ 
tween the policies of the legislative 
branch and those of the executive 
branch as represented by President 
Coolidge that the rank and file of the 
party were called upon to Judge, and 
the verdict was almost unanimous in 
favor of the executive branch. 


dence everywhere of a new controlling 
force In the party and that new force 
for a time, at least.

After the arrival of the first dele­ 
gates two days previous to the open­ 
ing of the convention and during the 
first two days of Its sessions there

Many names were mentioned, 
and several of those named had defi­ 
nitely expressed a wish, and In some 
cases practically a demand that they 
not be nominated for second place on 
the ticket Members of the delegations 
wanted to hear from Coolidge.

IlUnois is now the leading toy bean 
growing state of the country, with a 
total of 442,000 acres being grown In 
-1923 and Indications being that this 
year’s acreage will exceed that of last 
year when the final count la made, ac­ 
cording to J. C. Hackleman, cj^jm 
tension specialist of the college of 
Agriculture. Some Idea o t the growing 
popularity of this legume can be

o t soy beans grown to r hay and seed 
In Illinois has been doubled fourteen 
times since 19 19 , while there also has 
been a marked Increase In the acre­ 
age for other uses.

That reference to the man and the 
policies the delegates were assembled 
F to ratify i» rought forth the first and 
one of the notable demonstrations of 
the convention. 
Several times in that keynote speech 
Representative Burton took occasion 
to emphasize those policies of the Pres­ 
ident as being the policies of the party 
though they differed with the repre- 
« entatives of the majority of the mem­ 
bers of the party In the legislative 
branch of the government. He referred 
to this In connection with the subject 
of the soldier bonus legislation, with 
tax legislation, and with Japanese ex­ 
clusion. On the latter subject he said: 
“It Is regretted that In the passage of

Throughout 
the entire speech the keynoter praised

J. C. Hackleman, crops extension spe­ 
cialist of the college of agriculture, 
and W. P. Flint, entomologist of the 
state natural 
history 
survey, 
who 
recently Joined In a study of the In­ 
sect’s damage and possible control In 
northeastern Ohio, have expressed the 
fear that it will only be a matter of a 
few years until the Insect may be ex­ 
pected in this state. If It continues Its 
present rate of spread. 
The borer is now less than a day’s 
ride In an automobile from the Illi­ 
nois line, the closest known Infesta­ 
tion of the insect in Ohio being about 
2ÍK) miles from the eastern border of 
the state, they said. 
The borer first appeared In north­ 
eastern Ohio In 19 21 and at that time 
the best trained federal scouts could 
find only one or two borers In a day’s 
scouting. Last year, after but two 
breeding seasons from the time the 
Insect was first found. It was esti­ 
mated that 1 per cent of the com In 
the infested townships In 11 coun­ 
ties of northeastern Ohio was dam­ 
aged. with the damage In some fields 
running as high as 10 to 17 per cent 
of the com plants.

Cleveland, Ohio.—It Is over. 
The 
national Republican convention of 1924 
has passed into history. The delegates 
that gathered from every section of the 
nation, including those from Alaska, 
Porto Rico, the Canal Zone and the 
far-away Philippines, to perform a task 
they had been told to perform have 
completed their labors and scattered 
to the four winds. At Cleveland they 
ratified the nomination, made by the 
rank and file of the Republican voters, 
of Calvin Coolidge as their candidate 
for the presidency of the United States. 
That convention Is comparable to but 
few other national political conventions 
In the history of this nation. To some 
extent it was similar to the Democratic 
meeting at St. Louis in 1915, at which 
Woodrow Wilson was nominated to 
succeed himself. To some extent, too, 
It was sim ilar to the Republican con­ 
vention held at Chicago in 1904, when 
. Theodore Roosevelt was nominated to 
succeed himself after having succeed- 
j ed to the presidency just as Calvin 
I Coolidge did, by the death of his chief. 
t in all of these cases there was v lack 
6f competitive candidates, the dele- 
< pates had assembled with hilt on? man 
1 In view for first place on the party 
ticket, and these conventions, like the 
. one just closed, were but ratifications 
of nominations that had already been 
made in the minds of the rank and file 
of the party they represented. 
But this convention at Cleveland 
went even further than those of 1904 
end 1916. 
It was not the man alone 
but his policies that were to be ratified. 
In the previous instances cited the poli­ 
cies of the men to be nominated had 
been also the policies of their party 
as represented in the legislative branch 
of the government. In this case it was, 
to some extent, at least, a choice be­ 
tween the policies of the legislative 
branch and those of the executive 
branch as represented by President 
Coolidge that the rank and file of the 
party were called upon to judge, and 
the verdict was almost unanimous in 
favor of the executive branch.

dence everywhere of a new controlling 
force in the party and that new force 
for a time, at least, is Calvin Coolidge. 
Many Names Mentioned. 
After the arrival of the first dele­ 
gates two days previous to the open­ 
ing of the convention and during the 
first two days of its sessions there 
were but two subjects of conversation. 
The first, and considered the most im­ 
portant by the Coolidge delegates, was 
that of a running m ate for the Presi­ 
dent. 
Many names were mentioned, 
and several of those named had defi­ 
nitely expressed a wish, and in some 
cases practically a demand that they 
not be nominated for second place on 
the ticket. Members of the delegations 
wanted to hear from Coolidge. 
They 
wanted to know his choice, and they 
were more than willing to ratify his 
selection. 
As one of the new leaders 
expressed it, “the delegates, represent­ 
ing, as they do, the rank and file of 
the party, realize that President Cool­ 
idge is the greatest asset of the party 
and they wish to follow the lead of 
the man who has commanded the re­ 
spect of the rank and file.” 
Lowden had been a favorite with 
the administration, but his definite 
statem ent th at he would not accept* 
the nomination had been taken as 
final. 
His name, however, was pre­ 
sented to the convention, and despite 
the announcement from the platform 
that he would not run, and despite the 
fact that the influence of the adminis­ 
tration leaders was not then for him, 
the delegations, led by Arizona, took 
things into their own hands and nomi­ 
nated him on the second ballot. Thir­ 
ty minutes later came his positive 
declination of the place, the second in­

clined in 1844, when he was nominated 
on the Democratic ticket.

And so it went throughout each ses­ 
sion. 
The men and the women who, 
to a large extent are doing things were 
unknown by sight to the newspaper 
men and they were kept busy trying to 
catch the names of those who were 
making motions, reporting to the con­ 
vention as chairmen of im portant com­ 
m ittees—the names of those who were 
running the show’, whether it be at the 
stated performances or about the com­ 
m ittee rooms or the hotel lobbies.

Illinois Leads in Soy Beans 
Illinois is now the leading soy bean 
growing state of the country, with a 
total of 442,000 acres being grown In 
1923 and indications being that this 
year’s acreage will exceed that of last 
year when the final count 13 made, ac­ 
cording to J. C. Hackleman, crops ex­ 
tension specialist of the college of 
Agriculture. Some idea of the growing 
popularity of 
this legume can 
be 
gained from the fact that the acreage 
of soy beans grown for hay and seed 
in Illinois has been doubled fourteen 
times since 1919, while there also has 
been a marked increase in the acre­ 
age for other uses. 
In 1919 Illinois had a total of only 
16.000 acres of the beans being grown 
for seed and hay, one-fourth of this 
acreage being for seed 
and three- 
fourths for hay. The following year 
this 
was 
Increased to 17,000 acres 
with 5,000 acres being grown for seed 
and 12,000 for hay. In 1921 the acre­ 
age for 1920 was almost doubled with 
a total of 22,000 acres being grown 
for seed and 15,000 acres for hay. In 
1922 a 
total 
of 65,000 acres were 
grown for seed and 70,000 for hay and 
the following year 92,000 for seed and 
137.000 for hay. The acreage for for­ 
age and pasture in 1923 was equiva­ 
lent to 213,000, bringing the total acre­ 
age for last year up to 442,000 acres. 
Despite the fact that each variety 
of soy beans has its champions there 
are 
certain 
varieties 
which 
have 
proved to be better suited to certain 
sections of the state and certain uses 
than other varieties. Varieties which 
have been found to be best suited for 
the different uses in the different sec­ 
tions of the state follow; 
Northern Illinois (north of W arren, 
Knox, Stark, Marshall and Livingston 
counties)—For seed. Manchu and Ito 
San; for hay, Ebony, Peking (Sable), 
and Illinois 13-19; for pasture or si­ 
lage, Ito San, Black Eyebrow, A. K. 
and Midwest. 
Southern Illinois (includes the gray 
soils of the southern part of the state 
as far north as Clark, Cumberland 
and Shelby counties)—For seed, Hab- 
erlandt, Hurrelbrink and Morse; for 
hay, Peking, Illinois 13-19, Wilson 5 
and 
V irginia; 
for pasture, 
Haber- 
landt, Hurrelbrink and Virginia. 
Central Illinois (between the south­ 
ern limit of northern Illinois and the 
northern limit of southern Illinois)— 
For seed, Manchu, Ito San, A. K. and 
M idw est; 
for 
hay, 
Ebony, 
Peking 
(Sable). Illinois 13-19, and Wilson 5; 
for pasture, A. K., Midwest, H urrel­ 
brink, 
Hamilton 
(Ohio 9,035) 
and 
Morse. 
Farm ers who wish to keep the soy 
bean seed on their farms pure should 
grow the same variety year after year 
for all purposes, due to the fact that 
many volunteer beans come up from 
the crop grown the year before, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Hackleman. 
In gen­ 
eral the best all-purpose northern Illi­ 
nois variety for which seed is avail­ 
able is M anchu; for central Illinois, 
Manchu and Midwest, and for south 
central and southern Illinois, Midwest, 
Uaberlandt and Hurrelbrink. 


structive corn pest that has ever been 
found in the United States. 
In the 
last few years it has caused heavy 
damage to the corn crop in large areas 
in the eastern part of the country.

The corn borer, the “boll weevil” of 
corn, is continuing its march across 
the corn belt of the country and al­ 
ready has reached the point where it 
is threatening Illinois’ leading crop.

The borer first appeared in north­ 
eastern Ohio in 1921 and at thot time 
the best trained federal scouts could 
find only one or two borers in a day’s 
scouting. 
Last year, after but two 
breeding seasons from the time the 
insect was first found. It was esti­ 
mated that I per cent of the corn in 
the infested townships In l l coun­ 
ties of northeastern Ohio was dam­ 
aged, with the damage In some fields 
running as high as IO to 17 per cent 
of the corn plants. 
Recently a clean­ 
up drive was staged against the pest 
in this area under direction of federal 
and state officials. 
The borer is probably the most de­ 


reaches this state, according to Mr. 
Hackleman and Mr. Flint. 
Some hope is being held out that In­ 
sect enemies, or parasites of the borer, 
which have been brought over from 
Europe, may be a Help in keeping the 
pest in check, especially if they can

of these parasites have been released 
in different parts of Illinois, but it Is 
not known as yet whether or not they 
have become established. 
Farm ers throughout the state have 
been asked to be on the watch for 
tile borer and to send any insects 
which look suspicious to the state 
entomologist at Urbana in order that 
centers of infestation may be discov­ 
ered early and proper measures taken 
to prevent their spread. 


Lime, Clover Double Yields 
Many years of experiments by the 
college of agriculture and the experi­ 
ences of fanners show that limestone 
and sweet clover will about double 
the productiveness of southern Illi­ 
nois farm lands. 
This possibility Is 
especially significant just at this time 
in view of the fact that limestone can 
be bought and put on the land at a 
com p aratively low cost. 
After land 
is well limed sweet clover can be 
grown readily at a small additional 
cost, thereby paving the way for a 
large increase in yields and a wide 
margin for profit. 
Tile coni 
yield 
alone 
has 
been 
boosted an average of 13 bushels an 
acre through the use of the lime­ 
stone and sweet clover on seven south­ 
ern soil experiment fields maintained 
by 
the 
agricultural 
college. 
The 
treated land averaged 30 bushels of 
com an acre while the untreated 
yielded an average of only 17 bushels 
an acre. 
An average of nine bushels an acre 
was added to the wheat yields on the 
same fields through the use of the 
limestone-sweet clover treatm ent. The 
averages for both the wheat and corn 
are for the four-year period ending 
1923. 
Crops of oats, soybeans, cow­ 
peas, red clover and timothy 
also 
showed increased yields due to this 
treatment.

They are keyed up to a high 
emotional tension. 
The limelight of

Under all the other stimuli there is 
the sense of national danger. 
Almost any^one will fight for his 
country or his mother in a moment 
of p eril. The remainder of the time 
we are likely to take both for granted. 
What America needs, as well as the 
American mother, is a steadiest, ev- 
cry-day-in-the-year service and devo­ 
tion from American girls and from 
American boys. 


Not imlitarism, but that reasonable 
p rep aredness which will do more than 
a n t i n g else to avert war, is the 
p rogram which America’s p atriotic 
women are asked to sup p ort. 
The 
United SUtes government by the na­ 
tional defense act of 1920, is commit­ 
ted against the p olicy of a large 
standing army and for the p olicy of 
a citizens’ reserve. That is, the gov­ 
ernment refuses to create a militar­ 
istic caste, or an offensive instrument 
of war, and leaves its defense in the 
hands of the p eop le. 
It is the 
c i t i z e n who receives military train­ 
ing, not the army wtiich is enlarged. 
There is no identity between the train­ 
ing we give young Americans and 
to which the youth of France and 
Germany have been subjected for 
years. 
Their service is comp ulsory, 
ours is voluntary. 
They enter the 
army during their training p eriod.
